Andover’s boom in building con-

On Blood Program 


Andover chapter of the American

Marshall, today announced that a 
contract had been signed by the 
department of the ‘defense and 
American National Red Cross by 
which the department of defense 
through the armed services medi- 
cal procurement agency will pro- 
vide financial assistance for the 
Red Cross to expand its facilities 
rapidly for furnishing blood to the 
armed forces. 

“The funds advanced by the 
defense department are to be ex- 
pended solely for the new plasma 
stockpiling program and for the 
collection and handling of whole 
blood for overseas shipment. None 
of the funds, it was emphasized, 
is payment for the blood itself 
which is contributed by volunteer 
donors. No part of the funds will 
be used for the Red Cross civilian

The officials point out that the construction of two new schools, adjustment of wages and salaries for 
town employees, the increase in help to the aged, the expansion of the civil defense department, and the 
maintenance of standards in all departments ate expected to add substantially to the cost of local govern- 
ment. 

It may be noted that the increased cost of living in Massachusetts for the past 10-year period has been 
67.4%. The average tax bill in Andover has increased a little more than one-half that figure.

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The Coming Year 


Taking a glimpse into the coming year to envision what it 
holds for Andover, three town officials today present their 
views on the 1951 outlook for readers of The Townsman. 


The haze of confusion which the military situation throws 
over the national picture has been taken into consideration by 
Roy E. Hardy, chairman of the board of selectmen and assess- 
ors, Sidney P. White, chairman of the board of public works, and 
Gordon L. Colquhoun, chairman of the school committee. 


Federal and state taxes are going to be much higher as de- 
fense preparations gather momentum, and at the local level there 
is bound to be another increase if only to meet ordinary 
operating expenses. On top of that there will be commitments 
for the two new elementary school buildings, adjustment of 
salaries for town employees, and the ordinary street and water 
improvements to be considered. 


If the tax rate is to be kept anywhere within normal bounds 
this year there can be very few dollars appropriated for other 
matters. 


Town authorities realize this and will make every effort to 
keep the 1951 tax rate from soaring.

The Most Powerful Lobby 


In this period of talk and investigations of lobbying and re- 
lated activities by private business, it may be of interest to 
review what the Hoover Commission task force on government 
publicity and propaganda had to say. 


Federal operations in the fields of publicity, public relations 
and dissemination of intelligence cost the taxpayers about 
$105,000,000 a year, it found. Every federal agency maintains 
its public relations staff. It also said, ‘In many cases, public 
relations work is concealed entirely from routine accounting 
review, principally by the device of carrying publicity opera- 
tives on the roll as supervisors, administrative assistants and 
technical experts.” 


How potent is the government lobby? Congressman Harness, 
who headed a committee which worked 15 months looking into 
federal pressure groups, said, ‘Everyone in congress is keenly 
conscious of the tremendous power of this government propa 
ganda machine, for he comes in direct personal contact with it 
every day. He lives with the lobbies, good and bad, which con- 
stantly seek to influence the course of legislation, and he can 
hardly fail to know that the most powerful, most persistent of 
them all is the federal lobby. It works around the clock every 
day of the year... .’’ 


There is one more point of importance. Lobbyists for private 
interests must register with the government, and their connec- 
tions and purposes are known to all concerned. The political 
lobbyist knows no such restriction. He goes merrily on his way, 
seeking to crum up support in favor of this scheme or that, and 
the taxpayers foot all the bills.

Isolationism Would Turn 


Europe Over To Stalin

The debate over the long-range 
wisdom of withdrawing into an 
American Gibralter and tossing 
Europe to Russian wolves is at 
high pitch, 

The prospect of what would 
happen immediately to Europe— 
and eventually to an overpowered 
United States—somewhat cools 
the ardor of those who at first 
saw in neo-isolation a cheap, 
easy escape to temporary peace 
and security, especially those 
Americans of recent foreign ex- 
traction, whose relatives would 
be delivered to a fate worse than 
death. 

Realistic Washington statesmen 
point out that if a retreatist policy 
were widely approved here, the 
Soviet army would not have to 
weaken its might by an invasion 
of Europe. 

Stalin would merely order his 
German, French and Italian pro- 
consuls to commence open revolt 
and quickly seize their respective 
governments, the way Gottwald 
did in Czechoslovakia. They would 
know they would be safe from 
American interference. 


Red Parties Large 

One in every four persons in 
France already supports com- 
munist policies. The remainder of 
the population is daily bombarded 
by propaganda which says America 
is run by millionaires and gang- 
sters, who plan to make France a 
colonial vassal and drain off her 
life blood in an ‘‘imperialist war’’ 
in Indo-China. 

The Italian Communist Party, 
with more than two million paid-up 
members, is the largest in free 
Europe. It contains a hard core of 
200,000 disciplined leaders, a 
force three times larger than the 
Bolshevist revolutionaries who 
without foreign aid and support 
overturned the czar in the Rus- 
sian October revolution. 

They are fully organized as 
troops. Gasperi’s police are con- 
stantly uncovering stockpiles of 
gasoline and arms, some as large 
as field artillery pieces, The con- 
spirators could be swiftly supplied 
by air from Russia or her satel- 
lites with more and heavier weap- 
ons. They could always count on 
the eventual help of the Soviet 
army, if the United States was 
pledged to stand aloof, 

Both French Thorez and Italian 
Togliatti are now in Moscow for 
medical treatment. But they would 
not be too sick to listen to the 
latest Kremlin commands and 
transmit them, They have left in
